January 28.

Workmen today complsted the con-
struction of the tabernacle near Six-
teenth and V streets northwest In
which Gypsy Smith, jr., will conduct
evangelistic services beginning Jan-
uary 28 and ending February 28

As soon as the carpenters finished
their task a large force of other work-
men began installing 3,000 seats to
accomodate the crowds expected at
the revival services.

The taberpacle Ils & rude wooden
structure, 180 feet long and 100 feet
wide. It is equipped with a high plat-
form from which the evangwlist will
preach. Back of the platform are six
tiers of seats for the 400 memberas of
the chorus which will assist the re-
vivalist. 5

The big, barn-like buflding has also
been equipped with lighting fucilities,

of Gypsy Smith, ir., here, announced
today that services would be held
every night except Monday nights
during the month, and that the evan-
gelist would glso preach on Wednes.
day, Thursday, and Friday afternoons
at 8 o'clock. Monday Is the evange-
lst's rest day.

Although the evangelist comes to
Washington under the auspices of the
Presbyterian Church, the revival will
be entirely nonsectarian, and people
of =il colors and creeds will be wel-
comad.

At present he |ls conducting a re-
vival at the Penn State College, in
Pennsylvania. His appearance here
will not be entirely new Lo peeple in
and around Washington, as he has
besn heard in revivals at Alexandria,
Rockville, Warrenton, and Leesburg.

The real name of Gypsy Smith, jr.,
is Albany Hodney Smith. He ia a son
of a real gypay, and the godson of
the Duke of Albany, after whom he
was named.

Remarkable Converslon.

The conversion of Gypsy Bmith, jr.,
is sald to have been even more re-
markable than that of his father, bhe
having embraced Christianity less
than ten years ago

The elder Gypsy Emith, who s now
working among the soldlers in the
trenches in the western theater of
the European war, was born a gypsy.
There was considerable Inharmony.
profanity, and fighting among the
men and women in the tribe to which
he belonged, and scenes of bloodshed |
and crueity were frequent. Smith was |
a temperamental youth, and was dis-
gusted with the violent scenes.

One day, while the tribe was camp
od just outside of London, he sneak
ed away from camp, and went to an
evangelist's meeting in the world's
largest city.

Made Deep Impresaion,

The words of the
deep Impression upon him, and he re.|
malned after the crowd left to speak
with the evangellst. More than usual
intérest was manifested in him be
cause of his swarthy skin, coal black
hair, big black eyes, his gypsy nttire
and earrings In his ecars. As a re
sult of the special Interest taken in
him he was conveéerted within a short
time and began preaching the Gospel
to gypaies and all others who would
{isten to him.

Gypsy Smith, jr., on the other hand,
was born into comparative ease, cul-|
ture, and refinement He was not
particularly Interested In his father's
work. He was what Dr. Palmer calls
“a wild youngsier.,” and frequently
sought adventure at sea or “’hcr-—\'e]
